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CHEF Monies Support 


Christian Education 


The Congregational Christian Chur- 
ches have responded to the 74% million 
dollar campaign for Christian Higher 
Education with pledges and gifts in ex- 
cess of $6,200,000.00. 

The Southeast Convention accepted 
a goal of $25000. The churches of the 
convention have accepted individual 
goals that total $25,436.00. According to 
the figures tabulated in the convention 
office a total of $9341.00 has been re- 
ceived against these pledges. 

The Board of Directors of the con- 
vention voted to divide the convention’s 
share of the CHEF receipts. received 
to date. $865.71, between The Southern 


“Union College and the Congregational 


Christian Foundation at Vanderbilt 
University. $216.43 was sent to the 
Foundation and $649.28 to the college. 

President Walter A Graham of Sou- 
thern Union College, expressing appre- 
ciation to the churches of the conven- 
tion stated, “This is the very first dol- 
lar that has come to the college from 
CHEF and we are most grateful.” 

He also wrote, “In accordance with 
the expressed wishes of the Board of 
Directors of the Convention, the a- 
mount of $649.28 was applied to the ex- 
isting indebtedness on the president’s 
home. Our banker was especially glad 
to see the payment...” 

More than $500,000 has been con- 
tributed from CHEF funds by the Am- 
erican Board to various educational 
institutions and enterprises, including 
$25,000 for Dansalan Junior College in 
the Philippines and $90,000 for theo- 
logical education in Africa, Asia, and 
Latin America. 

The Board for Home Missions has 
made gifts of $100,000 to Pacific Uni- 
versity, $100,000 to Defiance College, as 
well as gifts to other institutions and 
enterprises, including “New College”,

President Ben M. Herbster Addresses First 
United Church Assembly At Buck Hill Falls 


The Christian Church is ‘one gener- 
ation away from death,’ the Rev. Dr. 
Ben M. Herbster, president of the 
United Church of Christ declared at 
the United Church Assembly in Janu- 
ary. 

In his keynote address to the United 
Church Assembly, Dr. Herbster warn- 
ed of dangers to Christianity in the 
population explosion, the struggle with 
Communism, and in American secular- 
ism and materialism, 

The boards and agencies of the 
United Church of Christ held their 
first general meeting since the consum- 
mation of the union of the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church and Congrega- 
tional Christian churches last July. 

“The growth of the Christian fellow- 
ship is not keeping pace with the 
growth of the population,” Dr. Herb- 
ster said. While about one third of the 
world’s population are Christians to- 
day, by the year 2000 only about one 
fifth will be Christians at the present 
rate, he pointed out. 

Emphasizing the duty of the church 
to “sound forth the Word of the Lord,” 
Dr. Herbster declared, “Every genera- 
tion must be evangelized. All we have 
to do is seal our lips for one generation 
and humanly speaking the church will 
be no more.” 

He called on the United Church to 
“speak with no uncertain note” in the 
cold war between East and West, “be- 
tween the people of God and the people 
who deny faith in God.” 

He stressed that all is not black on 
one side or white on the other .. . “and 
yet having confessed that,” he said, 
“we need also to make it very plain 
that we are part of a nation, a people, 
mistaken though we may be at times, 
who do believe in God, do worship 
Him, and at least theoretically believe 
that we should do his will.” 


Christians have a great stake in the 
battle with Communism, Dr. Herbster 
declared, “and the only way to win is 
to sound forth the gospel, mainly with 
our lives.” 

The United Church presizent warned 
also against the increase of secularism 
and materialism in the American 
churches. 

“How many of the standards by 
which we judge our work, our success, 
our failures, even within the body of 
Christ, are not His standards . . . but 
are the measures we use in business, 
in banking, in society, in government? 

“We could build the largest and most 
effective Church organization in the 
world, but unless something happened 
to people it would be in vain,” Dr. 
Herbster said. “In His child is the mea- 
sure of all things.” 

“That the level of the life of the 
people shall be lifted — that is what 
our Christianity must be about. This 
is the business of the United Church,” 
he said. 

Dr. Herbster called for “some sancti- 
fied imagination” to find new ways to 
take the gospel to people. 

He scored “preacher talk and pro- 
fessor talk,” saying “I am afraid that 
the average man in the pew does not 
know what we are talking about and 
he does not care.” 

He added, “Eleven o’clock on Sunday 
morning in a Gothic Church with a di- 
vided chancel is not the only time and 
place that the gospel can be proclaim- 
ed.” 

Dr. Herbster urged greater Christian 
unity but did not stress more church 
union, He called for “the kind that will 
not let us compete anywhere with our 
Christian brothers; that compels us to 
cooperate ... a unity that does not 
shut other Christians out but makes us 
all partners.”

The Rev. Dr. Roger L. Shinn, New 
York City, Professor of Applied Semi- 
nary, was elected first president of the 
Board for Homeland Ministries of the 
United Church of Christ at its. organi- 
zational meeting held January 26. 

The Rev. Dr. Truman B. Douglass, 
also of New York, was elected execu- 
tive vice-president. He has served for 
18 years as executive vice-president of 
the Board of Home Missions of the 
Congregational Christian Churches. 

The United Church of Christ is a un- 
ion of the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church and Congregational Christian 
churches, 

The Board for Homeland Ministries 
is responsible for the denomination’s 
nationwide activities in Christian edu- 
cation, higher education, race relations, 
health and: welfare, church extension, 
evangelism, publishing, and research. 

The, 225-member Board chose two 
lay members to serve as_ vice-presi- 
dents: Mrs. Richard L. White of New 
Britain, Connecticut, and Theodore R. 
Schwalm of Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 

Rev. Dr. Howard E. Spragg of West- 
field, New Jersey, treasurer of the 
Congregational, Christian Board of 
Home Missions and Pension Boards 
since 1959, was elected treasurer of the 
United Church Board. John E. Morse 
of Montclair, New Jersey, a staff mem- 
ber of the Board’s Division of Church 
Extension, was elected secretary. 

Seven. general secretaries were nam- 
ed to head the operating divisions of 
the Board.

The United Church Board for Home- 
land Ministries in this day of terror 
and opportunity begins a venture of 
faith. 


We come to our task with gratitude 
for a rich heritage. We are a pilgrim 
people, a people of the covenant, who 
whenever we look backward see our 
fathers looking forward. We think of 
Abraham and Moses moving into new 
lands of promise. We think of Jesus 
Christ, the pioneer of faith, the Lord 
of a new age.

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“By This Shall All Men Know” 


A Message — Race Relations Sunday — Feb. 11, 1962 


“A new commandment I give to you, 
that you love one another; even as I 
have loved you, that you also love one 
another. By this all men will know that 
you are my disciples, if you have love 
for one another. 

John 13:34-35 


How do people know who and what 
we are? Only God really knows. He 
knows us better than we know our- 
selves. But other people know much 
about us. One of the most important 
things for them to know is whether we 
are disciples of Jesus Christ. How, then, 
do they know that? 

Sunerficially we distinguish one per- 
son from another by his appearance; 
thus we know something about him 
from a picture of him. We know about 
his ideas by analyzing what he has said 
and written. We know more about him: 
by gathering estimates on him by those 
who live, work and play with him. 

But to know him well we must un- 
derstand his basic absorbing commit- 
ments, his ultimate purposes. For this 
we must observe his attitude toward 
other people, how he reacts to all sorts 
and conditions of men. Is he sensitive 

“to their individual situations? How 
does he respond to their needs? Is he 
contemptucus of them in the mass, or 
is he compassionate? Does he “look 
down” upon people of other races? 

Jesus Christ said: “By this all men 
will know that you are my disciples, 
if you have love for one another.” Thus 
is the Christian to be juzged — by his 
attitude of love manifested in his be- 
havicr. Thus is he to be known for 
what he is. 

The ideas a person holds about race 
relations are important; but they are 
not enough to characterize him as a 
Christian. Any person with a lively 
concern for justice may. have valid 
ideas about race. If a person is a dis- 
ciple of Christ, he goes beyond justice— 
he loves. He loves all of God’s child- 
ren for whom Christ died. Justice is 
inextricably involved in such love. 

Profession of faith in Christ is es- 
sential to discipleship; but it must go 
beyond mere assent of the mind. Faith 
that is acceptable to God and convinc- 
ing: to men gives evidence of itself in 
behavior. Yet even good behavior, in 
itself, may reveal only conformity or 
consent to prevailing social patterns— 
a matter of good manners — adopted 
in order to avoid embarrassment. It 


may be for effect, 

So the only sure test, for the disciple 
of Christ, is love. 

Love is not reserved for those who 
are congenial or who are of the same 
race and nationality. “And if you salute 
only your brethren, what more are you 
doing than others?” Moreover, we are 
commanded to love not only those who 
love us, but even our enemies. 

This test of Christian discipleship is 
not easy. It may at first be rebuffed by 
those who have been hurt so much that 
they fear being hurt again by exposing 
themselves to another rejection. But 
persistent Christian love, which is cost- 
ly, is eventually reconciling, healing, 
and restorative; for it is a witness to 
God’s love. And God’s love is the fact 
of which we need constantly to be re- 
minded. 

We are known better by our attitude 
of love than by our arguments for 
what we believe to be right in the mat- 
ter of race relations or anything else. 
Unless we have love, argument may 
be a kind of combat, with loyalty to 
truth being confused with pride in our 
own ideas. 

Love marks the difference between 
the disciples of Christ and the doer of 
good for the sake of credit for right- 
eousness. Christ so loved us that He 
gave His life for blundering and wilful 
sinners of all nations and races. 

The Church of Christ is to be known 
by the same test that He set for His 
disciples. In the church especially, we 
are called to “have love for one an- 
other” across all lines of difference 
that so often divide people and are so 
often the occasion for antagonisms. 

Love repudiates and casts out what- 
ever gives offense or causes humilia- 
tion to others. A church must there- 
fore achieve and demonstrate a unity 
which manifests the attitudes demand- 
ed by Christian faith and discipline. 
Because of its professed allegiance and 
standards, it should be a fellowship 
distinguishable from that of other 
agencies in the community. 

It is not enough for a church to con- 
form to the best practices in the socie- 
ty around it. Rather, it is bound by the 
test Christ set for His disciples and by 
which they are to be known. It ac- 
knowledges His Lordship; it must so 
manifest it that all. men may know His 
will for men. A church must be faith- 
ful to its calling regardless of what

A Minister Replies 
To Hate Literature 


Almost weekly I receive from some 
unknown benefactor (?) a goodly sup- 
ply of hate literature of one kind or 
another. One week it is “anti-Jewish”; 
another week, “anti-Catholic”; and still 
another week it is “anti-ecumenical” 
or “anti-United Church of Christ”. As 
Don Quixote tilted with his windmills, 
so does my unknown “savant” of de- 
mocracy tilt with the “Communists”. 

Without reservation. I believe that 
the lines are drawn between Christian- 
ity and Communism — that the battle 
between God and anti-God is on in the 
world today. Here I and my unknown 
informant are in complete accord. It is 
his method of doing battle with which 
I so strongly disagree. 

Realizing that we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against powers and 
principalities, ete. . . I want to do bat- 
tle with the enemy who is a proven en- 
emy. So here my hate-mongering friend 
and I come to a parting of the ways. 
Perhaps it would be better if he got all 
his hate literature from the same place. 

The different hate pamphlets are so 
inconsistent they only lead me to won- 
der on whose side my correspondent 
actually is on. Isn’t one of the plati- 
tudes of Communism “to divide and 
conquer”? Yet if White and Negro, Jew 
and Gentile, Protestant and Catholic, 
and the various denominations of 
Christianity are divided, who stands to 
gain the most — Christianity or Com- 
munism? Still this inconsistency of 
thought continues to exist. 

There are those leaflets fully ex- 
plaining the “Communist-Jewish Con- 
spiracy” (shades of Nazism). How ab- 
surd can one get?!! If there is a true 
sampling of the bourgeosie in the Unit- 
ed States, it is found in our Jewish 
community. This is the middle class of 
people that are ‘outlawed’ in Russia 
and her satellites. 

There are stacks of propaganda be- 
moaning the fact that the Ecumenical 
Movement is a road back to Rome, 
while at the same time another bulletin 
indicates to all United Church people 
who read it that “The United Church 
of Christ, the leader of the Ecumenical 
movement in the U. S.” is strictly Uni- 
tarian.

Rey. Victor E. Marriott 
Passes At Pleasant Hill 


Memorial services for Rev. Victor E. 
Marriott, noted Congregational Christ- 
jan minister, were held at Pleasant 
Hill Tenn., on Saturday, Dec. 30, in 
the Community Church. 


The services were conducted by Rev. 
Frank R. Snavely, minister of the 
church. ‘Dr. Paul R. Reynolds, long- 
time friend and former co-worker of 
Mr. Marriott’s, gave the “In Memori- 
am.” 


Victor Marriott was born in Wal- 
worth, Wis. on Oct. 1, 1882. After 
graduating from Beloit College, he did 
graduate work at Yale University and 
the University of California, where he 
received an M. A. degree. He received 
his B. D. degree from the Chicago The- 
ological Seminary. 


Mr. Mariott and Miss Beulah Church 
were married at Kennewick, Wash., on 
August 27, 1912. Mrs. Marriott died 
some five years ago. 


During the years of his ministry Mr. 
Marriott has served on the faculty of 
St. Paul’s Institute, Tarsus, Turkey, and 
as librarian and secretary to the presi- 
dent of Pomona College in Claremont, 
Calif. For approximately 16 years he 
was Director of Christian Ejucation for 
the Congregational Union of Metro- 
politan Chicago. During these years he 
was associated with Dr. Reynolds, then 
secretary in the Division of Christian 
Education for the Congregational 
Christian Churches. 


At one time Mr. Marriott was libra- 
rian and teacher at the Pleasant Hill 
Academy. This experience led to his 
returning to Pleasant Hill on his re- 
tirement. At the time of his death on 
Dec. 27, 1961, he was still active in 
community and church affairs. 


The Rev. Mr. Marriott was presented 
a certificate in recognition of the 50th 
anniversary of his ordination to the 
Christian ministry by Dr. Fred Hos- 
kins, Minister of the General Council 
of Congregational Christian Churches, 
at the annual meeting of the Southeast 
Convention in 1961. 


In his remarks Dr, Reynolds observ- 
ed, “Mr. Marriott might well have used 
the words spoken by St. Paul near the
